The value of new buildings (other than houses) under construction at 30th 
September, 1951, reached the record figure of £5,511,000 which may be compared with 
£3,699,000 at the same date in 1950, £2,108,000 in 1949, £1,522,000 in 1948, £1,000,000 
in 1947 and £656,000 in 1946. The value of factories under construction at 30th 
September, 1951, was £1,331,000, or 244.2% of the total value of all other buildings 
under construction at that date. 


The value of new buildings (other than houses) completed during September 
quarter, 1951, was £678,000 compared with £435,000 during the June quarter, 1951, and 
£566,000 during September quarter, 1950. Thirteen new factories valued at £244,000 
were completed during the quarter. 


The progress made in the construction of new buildings, other than houses, 
may be seen in the next table which shows values of new buildings commenced, completed 
and under construction according to type for each year since 1945-46, and the last 
three quarters.

The value of all new buildings (including houses) completed in Tasmania 

during September quarter, 1951, was £2,780,000 an increase of £446,000 compared with 
q June quarter, 1951, and £602,000 greater than the September quarter, 1950, figure of 
£2,178,000. New houses valued at £2,102,000 comprised 75.6% of the total value of 
completions in September quarter, 1951. 


The value of all new buildings under construction at 30th September, 
1951, was £13,024,000, the highest value yet recorded. This figure compares with a 
value of £12,178,000 at 30th June, 1951 and £9,503,000 at 30th September, 1950 


In comparing these money values due allowance should be made for 
increases in building costs. 


The following table summarises the value of all new buildings commenced, 
completed and under construction since 1945.

Se _ VALUE OF WORK DONE ON NEW BUILDINGS 


The value of work done on new Buildings has been calculated from data 
collected on builders' returns. According to the information recorded on these returns, 
the value of work done during September quarter, 1951, on new buildings in Tasmania was 
£3,136,000 compared with £2,811,000 for June quarter, 1951. Of the September quarter, 
1951, total £2,122,000 or 67.7% represented value of work done during the quarter in 
respect of new housese Hobart and Suburhs accounted for £1,187,000 or 37.9% of the total 
value, Launceston and Suburbs for £569,000 or 18.1% and the rest of the State for 
£1,380,000 or 44,0%. Further details for September quarter, 1951, are contained in the 
following table.

Te PERSONS WORKING ON NEW BUILDINGS 


NOTE: The figures quoted below include estimates for 
persons working on owner-built houses, but exclude 
q principals and their employees engaged solely on alterations 
and additions 


There were 7,711 persons including 1808 working principals, working 
on new building construction in Tasmania at 30th September, 1951. Of these 3678 
were carpenters by trade, 1717 builders' labourers and 525 bricklayers. 


The number of workers engaged at the 30th September each year has 
increased as follows :~ 1946 - 3,139; 1947 = 3,870; 1948 = 4,843; 1949 - 5,906; 
1950 - 6,793; while the number reached 7,711 at 30th September, 1951. Of the 
latter number 5,550 were working on private contract jobs, 800 on owner-built jobs, 
and 1,561 on government day labour projects. The returns indicated that at 30th 
September, 1951, 4,444 were working on new houses, 2,326 on other new buildings, 
378 on alterations and additions to houses, 263 on alterations and additions to 
other new buildings and 3O on repairs and maintenance work.

DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED 


Owner-Builder: For the purpose of this Bulletin, an owner-builder is a 
person who is actually building his own house or is having his house built 
under his own direction without the services of a Contractor. 


Commenced: A building is regarded as having been commenced when work 
on foundations has begun. Owing to the difficulty of defining the exact 
point that this represents in building operations, it is probable that 
interpretations placed upon it by informants are not entirely uniform. 


Completed: A building is regarded as having been completed when the 
builder has fulfilled the terms of the contract. As with commencements, 
the interpretations placed upon this definition may vary. 


Under Construction: 

A building remaining uncompleted at the end of a period 
is regarded as being under construction regardless of whether construction 
was actively proceeding on that particular date. 


Employment: The figures of employment relate to persons actually 

working on new buildings on a specified day. They include working principals, 
employees, men working as, or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily laid 
off on account of weather. In addition, they include some employees engaged 
on alterations, additions, renovations or repairs to buildings when these jobs 
are undertaken by a contractor who builds new buildings. The figures include 
estimates for persons working on owner-built houses. 


Values: All values shown exclude the value of land and represent the 
estimated value of buildings on completion. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


All figures in this Bulletin relate to the operations of 
private contractors, Government Authorities and owner-builders. 


Figures relate only to the operations of persons who build 
New Buildings. 


Alterations, additions, renovations and repairs to buildings 
are excluded, because of the difficulty in obtaining complete lists of persons 
who engage in these operations. 


Figures for houses exclude converted military huts, flats, 
and shop dwellings. Some houses built on farms are excluded but these do not 
affect the figures materially.
